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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's after-final amendment introduces new issues that would require further search and consideration. In 
particular, the previously examined claims recited a first molecule network representing linkages of molecules. This limitation has been 
amended to recite a first molecule network representing linkages of two or more biomolecule pairs linked in the network. The limitation of a 
molecule network representing linkages of biomolecules pairs, as supposed to networks representing linkages of molecules (which do not 
inherently include biomolecule pairs), has not been previously considered. Furthermore, this limitation would require a different search 
strategy that specifically includes linkages of biomolecule pairs in a network. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are primarily directed to the 
amended claims, which now recite a first molecule network representing linkages of two or more biomolecule pairs linked in the network. 
As the amendment has not been entered, the arguments have not been considered and are moot. Applicant's amendment would overcome 
the rejections under 35 USC 112 2nd and 35 USC 101, if entered. 
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
